e. FUrther report on atteapts by SFS tj approach Blub* of CADROIT 
through his East Berlin residing cousin, Schmbe (personalia given in earlier 
reports). It will be recalled that the SFS nad directed S. to visit 
the Eimrohnerme ldeamt in *, Berlin and ask to be given the address of 
Blah*. S, visited Blub* and has reported events to hi* on current basis, 

S, reported to the S/S that the W. Berlin police had refused to give 
Bluhn 1 s address. In this new report (attached) la given 
the address of an SFS safe bouse in East Berlin (Olasbrennerstr, 6) ttb* 
Weiss 13 the name on the doorplate), S, was taken to the safe hone# to 
be given further instructional he woul be furnjsihed Bluhn 1 8 uun 
address over the telephone at his place of work. He would then visit 
Blub* in W, Berlin and say that he had been question by a man in civilian 
clothes re irregularities at his place of work, an E, Berlin theater, S, 
was to watch for Blufm* enaction • S, also to ask Bluhn in an appropriate 
context why he had kept his address secret. On the day after the safehouse 
meeting, the SFS officer gave S, Bluha’s address over the phone (Incorrect 
in one respect- the SFS bad the wrong name for another 
family which lives in Bluha 1 a apartment). S. was also instructed to 
Blub* on the next day. 3, did so and gave the above info. It was agreec 
that he would report to the SFS that no fixed date bad been set for a further 
meeting with Bluh*f it had been merely agreed that he could visit again 
as opportunity presented itself. *ull report attached.

Karl Lae decks, bom 7/10/98, was arrested 
on 17/3/55 (police refust to tall wifb where he la). Reason for arrest la 
not yet known, although it could be CADROIT work, 

Ilse "eber was arrested on 2/U/55 • Reason 
for arrest is not yet known. It developed that she knew the connection 
with CADROIT of another good if* who worked in the same court where she 
werked, although the latter knew nothing of her CADROIT connections. 
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The UA whose work the arrestee knew will remain in West Berlin to avoid 
possible compromise through confession, etc. of arrestee. 

Karl Althaus v7as arrested on 

2 * U/55 * Reason^or arrest are unknown, although it appears unlikely 
tfrmt CAD'OIT connection was the reason in this case. Althaus was 
last at C A DROIT on 22 Jan 5U* Further details may perhaps be expected 
from a caughter of the UA as she learns them. 

Alwin Gieee was arrested on 

15/3/ 55 * Had been an active UA (railroader). The leader of the RR 
union in W. Berlin telephoned CA DROIT that Giese’ a wife had informed 
him, the caller, that her husband had mistakenly wandered into the 
Soviet restricted area near Doeberits-Slstal on 19/3/55 • This appeared 
to be the cause of the arrest* The Soviet authorities informed the 
wife only that her husband had beeqfarned over to the SFS* Reasons 
ibr arrest appear to be other than CADROIT work, although possibility 
exists, of course, that UA may reveal this work under q uestloning. 

Rudolf Funk# was arrested on. 

12/V55* This could have resulted from an • economic crime*. However, 

Ml reported on his last visit tfcCAJ ROIT, on 29/3/55* that 

he had not come earlier to IIlflM since he ha a been under observation* 

He had received several copies of the LCPian (CADROIT had not sent the% 
of course), and the SFS had apparently noted this. He had no^Aver 
visited the CADROIT building, but had visited his brother-in-law 
in W. Berlin who had been in contact with CADROIT* TTestphal had met

RAN A 2 had written Slmonl bfcb (through Napp and Schmidt) that 
she did want to take her son, Wolfgang, to America with h««* C ARC ARANA’s 
mother had stated that she is willing to care for the son (which CARCARAXA 
had earlier written, it will be recalled, would be |— il eishta ani his desire*} 

b* Slmonl wrote three letters on 5 Hay as follows t 

—To Napp and Schmidt, stating that CARCARANA was opposed to the son’s 
leaving G —any with CARCARANA 2 and that t Man Turn CARCARANA’ s 
mother is willing to take the son, 

—To the Frankfurt police, requesting them to prevent the emigration 
of Wolfgang* 

— To CARCARANA, stating that his mother was willing to take the bey*
